THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 

RECALLING ITS RE SOL UT 1 0 N 2602 A (XXIV) OF IS DECEMBER 1969 , 
WHEREBY IT APPEALED TO THE GOVERNMENTS OF THE UNION OF 
SOVIET SOCIALIST REPUBLICS AND THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
REGARDING INITIATION OF BILATERAL NEGOTIATIONS ON THE LIMITATION 
OF OFFENSIVE AND DEFENSIVE STRATEGIC NUCLEAR- WEAPO N SYSTEMS, 

NOTING WITH SATISFACTION THAT THE FIRST PHASE OF SUCH 
NEG OT I AT 1 0 NS (SALT I) HAS RESULTED IN THE CONCLUSION, 

ON 26 MAY 1972, OF THREE BILATERAL INSTRUMENTS ON THE ABOVE- 
MENTIONED MATTER (SEE VC. 1/ 1026) AND THAT THE UNION OF 
SOVIET SOCIALIST REPUBLICS AND THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA
